Mr. O’Malley charged the 
Combined Insurance Company 
of America, which Mr. Stone 
heads, and one other company, 
Continental Casualty, with hir- 
ing the Carte Blanche Corpora- 
tion as an agent to sell insur- 
ance in Florida. 

Carte Blanche was charged 
with violating state la wby not 
having a Florida insurance 
agent’s license when it mailed 
solicitations for the two com- 
panies to Florida residents.
